A pass-through entity that is the
registration-required tax shelter does not
have to prepare Form 8271 and give
copies to its partners, shareholders, or
beneficiaries unless the pass-through
entity itself has invested in a
registration-required tax shelter.

In certain cases, a tax shelter that
does not expect to reduce the
cumulative tax liability of any investor
during the 5-year period ending after the
date the investment is first offered for
sale may be considered a “projected
income investment.” Such a tax shelter
will not have to register, and thus not
have to furnish a tax shelter registration
number to investors, unless and until it
ceases to be a projected income
investment. It is possible, therefore, that
you may not be furnished a tax shelter
registration number, and not have to
report it, for several years after you
purchase or otherwise acquire your
interest in the tax shelter.

Exchange Transactions, is required to be
filed with respect to the sale or exchange.

A partnership must file Form 8308 once
the partnership has notice of the section
751(a) exchange.
